KKICHIGA N has passed a new anti-bright law to regru- 
*"* late automobile illumination, blamed for many accidents 
and cause of much “cussing’’ on the part of motorists. 
Which recalls that tile question of auto lights has been 
more or less an unsettled subject in Ohio. 
Use bf dimmers 
is a process of law supposedly but is actually a problem of 
education. 


While motorists were becoming educated to dimming 
their headlights at the approach of another auto, the state 
legislature passed a law squiring all automobiles to be 
equipped with certain types of headlights lenses supposed 
designed to permanently deflect the light from the eyes of 
the approaching motorist. 


Manufacturers of lenses, approved by the legislature, 
thus came upon a harvest for a time. 
The saddest com­ 
mentary on the lens law was the fact that a strip of paint 
across the upper half of a plain glass lens would suffice as 
well as certain approved lenses retailing at $6.50 a pair. 


X’ow then, with the program of dimming education 
interrupted, Ohio is attempting again to educate the mo­ 
toring public to use the dimmers. 
The situation results in 
something like this: 
The motorist dims his lights at the 
approach of another machine. 
The driver of the approach­ 
ing machine, however, leaves his bright lights on. 
The 
first driver then becomes disgusted and fails to dim at the 
approach of the next auto he encounters. 
The second approaching autoist dims his lights, is 
answered by the bright glare, and also resolves not to use 
his dimmer? for the next auto he approaches. 
As a result 
neither one of them dimms the rest of the evening, making 
converts to their new policj’ as they proceed along the high­ 
way.

E A R T H Q U A K E . 
T 
H E momentum that will be gathered by the various agen­ 
cies to rebulid Santa Barbara, Cal., lowered by an earth­ 
quake, will probably carry that city to greater heights than 


it ,'nalkyet reached. 
Great disaster, or a great tragedy, often works that 
way. 
It unites individuals in a common bond of sympathy, 
whether it be the common grief over the death of a relative 
which responds to sympathetic overtures, or the impulse to 
rebuild, that comes to a city of people following a great 
disturbance. 
A city, though split and torn by dissention over many, 
matters, will unite in its own defense to rehabilitation after 
the lightning has struck. 
And often this enthusiasm is so 
genuine, that the movement carries over and beyond its goal 
and the people find they have built better than they knew. 
Such a case is Dayton, once ravaged by a flood that 
likewise taught its citizens that the possibilities of their ac­ 
complishments were unlimited after they had co-operated 
in concentration upon a common cause. 
So Santa Barbara, gathering momentum for rehabilita­ 
tion as the pendulum swings back from the shock that 
came in the wake of the tremor, will no doubt rebuild upon 
greater line? than ever. 
Thus the quake itself, bringing 
terror, death and destruction, will come to be looked upon 
as the cause of a greater city. 
It is interesting to note further that a scientist points 
out that these quake? are good because they help the earth 
to “let off steam,'’ as it were. 
He declares that unless 
there were many earthquakes of these or lesser dimensions 
annually, the entire earth’s surface might be* involved in a 
shifting that would destroy everything man built. 
Thus seicmogi aphs indicate 5,000 quakes annually, and 
it is said that if there were instruments in the less popu­ 
lated parts of the earth, they would probably show there are 
actually from 15,000 to 20,000 quakes annually.
